THE  GLADIOLUS 

This  flower  has  been  so  much  improved  by 
the  work  of  plant-breeders  that  we  now  have  all 
the  colors  imaginable  in  both  seifs  and  combin- 
ations. 

The  interst  developed  in  the  Gladiolus  in  the 
past  few  years  has  been  wonderfully  progressive 
and  many  things  are  accountable  for  the  greatly 
increased  popularity. 

The  period  of  bloom  can  be  extended  by  con- 
secutive planting,  beyond  any  other  flower,  so 
for  table  decoration  it  has  no  equal.  Its  easy 
culture  appeals  to  all.  Its  adaptability  makes  it 
a great  favorite  and  freedom  from  disease  and 
insect  pests  is  another  great  asset. 

The  demands  of  the  Gladiolus  are  the  simplest. 
Rotted  stable  manure  or  bone-meal  if  the  soil 
is  not  strong,  otherwise  no  fertilizers  are  needed. 
Plentiful  water  if  the  rainfall  is  limited,  full  ex- 
posure to  the  sun,  free  air  and  no  crowding  for 
best  results. 

The  crom,  according  to  its  size,  is  placed 
2 to  4 inches  apart  in  the  row  and  2 to  6 inches 
deep,  planting  deeper  in  light  soils  than  in  heavy. 

In  the  fall  when  the  foliage  shows  maturity, 
by  turning  yellow,  they  should  be  lifted,  the 
tops  cut  off  and  the  bulb  laid  in  a dry,  airy  place 
for  a week  or  ten  days  to  cure.  The  old  crom 
can  then  be  removed  and  the  new  one  put  in 
boxes  or  bags  and  stored  in  a dry,  cool,  frost- 
proof place  for  the  winter.

Netherlands  (New).  This  was  sent  us  from 
Holland  a few  years  ago  as  a substitute  for 
Hollinda.  We  found  it  to  possess  so  much 
merit  as  a cut  flower  variety,  and  being  with- 
out a name,  we  decided  to  introduce  it  under 
the  appropriate  name  of  Netherlands.  The 
flower  is  fully  as  large  as  Halley  and  of  the 
same  form,  but  comes  in  bloom  a few  days 
later  than  Halley.  The  color  is  a beautiful 
salmon  rose,  with  ruby  feather-like  markings 
on  the  interior  petals;  a favorite  color  that 
never  becomes  tiresome.  During  the  past  sea- 
son large  quantities  of  these  exquisite  blooms 
were  shipped  to  the  Philadelphia  wholesale 
flower  market  and  brought  top  prices  through- 
out the  season.
